Flying was a passion for Blair 
Rutherford, so a memorial at the 
Edmonton International Airport 
is fitting, says his wife. 

The 48-year-old Leduc-based 
pilot was one of 12 people killed

A memorial will be held today 
at 2 p.m. at the North Caribou 
hangar at the ElA. 

“He loved flying, he loved First 
Air,” Tatiana Rutherford said of 
her husband, who had been fly¬ 
ing for more than two decades. 
“He just enjoyed going to work. 
He said it was like a holiday.” 

Rutherford is a flight attendant 
for First Air, which is how the 
couple met. They would have cel¬ 
ebrated their 12th wedding 
anniversary Aug. 21 — one day 


First Air crash 


► In lieu of flowers, a trust fund has 
been set up at any Royal Bank of 
Canada (RBC) branch titled “Noah 
and Hannah Rutherford.” 

The Transportation Safety Board's 
initial report says there was cloud, 
fog and light rain at the time of 
the crash, but the cause has not 
yet been officially determined. 

A total of 15 passengers were on 
board, including four crew mem¬ 
bers.

T 5 ^hoon Nanmadol began 
blowing toward Taiwan 
yesterday after leaving at 
least 10 people dead and 
scuttling a visit by a U.S. 
Navy carrier group in the 
Philippines, officials said. 

Taiwan issued sea and 
land warnings and 
planned to evacuate about 
6,000 people in its eastern 
and southern regions.

Travellers across the na¬ 
tion waited for flights to 
resume in and out of 
East Coast airports that 
were closed by Tropical 
Storm Irene this week¬ 
end. 

Federal officials said 
airports reopened 
around Washington, 
which took a glancing 
blow from Irene. Ameri¬ 
can Airlines said it was 
resuming flights at the 
three major airports 
around the capital. 

New York-area 
airports remained closed 
yesterday morning. The 
longer that New York's 
Kennedy, LaGuardia and 
Newark, N.J., airports 
are shuttered, the worse 
it will be across the 
country. 

Federal officials said 
they didn't know when 


the airports would 
reopen. 

Airlines said passen¬ 
gers should call ahead 
and make sure they have 
a confirmed seat before 
going to the airport. 

Airlines cancelled 
thousands of flights for 
yesterday, but it was un¬ 
clear how much havoc 
the storm would cause 
for travellers. Many 
planes have been foil 
this summer, so finding 
empty seats for passen¬ 
gers whose first flight 
was cancelled could be 
difficult. 

FlightAware, which 
tracks delays and cancel¬ 
lations, said airlines had 
indicated about 500 can¬ 
cellations for today. 

The storm affected 
other forms of 
transportation. Amtrak 
cancelled many passen¬ 
ger trains.

Two top UN officials offered

UN security chief Grego¬ 
ry Starr acknowledged that 
safety features “could have 
been better” to stop the 
speeding sedan loaded with 
explosives. 

Just hours later, UN 
Deputy Secretary-General 
Asha-Rose Migiro told jour¬ 
nalists that the building 
had tight security. 

Migiro laid bouquets of 
roses near a UN flag fl 3 dng 
at half staff at the site of Fri¬ 
day’s attack. 

She promised the UN 
would continue its work in 
Nigeria, an oil-rich country 


of 150 million people divid¬ 
ed by religion and ethnici¬ 
ty. 

A suicide bomber 
rammed through two sets 
of gates to reach the UN 
building’s reception hall. 

There, the bomber deto¬ 


nated explosives powerful 
enough to bring down 
parts of the concrete struc¬ 
ture and blow out glass 
windows fi:om other build¬ 
ings in the quiet neighbour¬ 
hood filled with diplomatic

We are, af¬ 
ter all, talking about an arena and not 
something essential to tbe future of tbe 
city. 

Having a downtown arena would 
probably belp make our downtown 
more interesting and it might spark increased 
development. But there is no guarantee that it would 
actually do that or an 5 Thing else for that matter. How¬ 
ever, given the time, effort and expense that have 
been the result of his desire to have Edmontonians 

pony up tax dollars for his 
pleasure dome, one might 
think that building a new 
arena downtown has the 
same value as the 
aqueducts that ensured 
the citizens of ancient 
Rome a regular water sup- 

ply- 

The latest development 
in this ongoing saga is the 
announcement of a 
proposed CRL that would 
provide tax dollars that 
could be used for the new 
arena. The first CRL plan 
was based on the arena 
providing increased tax 
revenues from the area 
surrounding the arena. 
This new CRL proposal is 
based on the idea that a 
new arena would 
revitalize the whole down¬ 
town and would perforce result in a much greater 
amount of tax revenue. 

These revenues would be put into a separate pot 
and would be used to upgrade a number of areas in 
the downtown. On the face of it, it sounds like a good 
idea. However, it is worth remembering that those tax 
dollars will do nothing to improve street cleaning in 
your area, repair your sidewalks or anything else you 
might think needs doing on the part of the city. 

It is also worth remembering that right now these 
are imaginary dollars that are based on a future that 
may or may not come to pass during the next 20 years. 
Another recession, or some unforeseen natural disas¬ 
ter could change all that. And if a downtown arena 
fails to produce an increase in the value of the proper¬ 
ties in the downtown, we will be in for yet another 
whoops moment in the history of Edmonton. 

If the downtown arena goes ahead on his terms, 
perhaps Mr. Katz can follow Ozymandias’ lead and 
write this on the side of the new arena. “My name is 
Daryl Katz, king of kings: look on my works ye, 
mighty, and despair!”

New school 
of freedom 

ATHENS, GA. As college 
students return to cam¬ 
pus in Georgia, a new 
state policy has closed 
the doors of the five most 
competitive state schools 
to illegal immigrants, but 
a group of professors has 
found a way to offer 
those students a taste of 
what they’ve been 
denied. 

The five University of 
Georgia professors have 
started a program they're 
calling Freedom Universi¬ 
ty. They’re offering to 
teach a rigorous seminar 
course once a week 
meant to mirror courses 
taught at the most com¬ 
petitive schools and 
aimed at students who 
have graduated from 
high school but can’t go 
to one of those top 
schools because of the 
new policy or because of 
cuts to state scholarship 
programs. 

“What we’re hoping is 
that people in decision¬ 
making positions will re¬ 
consider the policy,” said 
Reinaldo Roman, one of 
the organizing profes¬ 
sors.

Making a bucket hat prob¬ 
ably isn’t on anyone’s 
bucket list, but maybe it 
should be. 

The reversible bucket 
hat in the book Oliver -i- S: 
Little Things to Sew (STC 
Craft, 2011) is classic, cute 
and comfortable. And au¬ 
thor Liesl Gibson main¬ 
tains that making it is a 
treat for grown-ups as well 
as the young recipients. 

Sewing, for Gibson, is 
“almost a luxury.” It “buys 
you some time to do some¬ 
thing creative with your 
hands. When many of us 
work on computers and 
aren’t doing much with 
our hands, there’s a satis¬ 
faction in creating.” 

Gibson, a former cloth¬ 
ing designer, began design¬ 
ing patterns for children’s

clothing several years ago, 
for her young daughter. 

When others started 
asking for her patterns, 
she launched her Oliver -i- 
S line of patterns, and fol¬ 
lowed up with the book. It 
includes new takes on clas¬ 
sic items such as a messen¬ 
ger bag, art smock and 
tutu. Gibson designed an 
“explorer vest” with lots of

pockets after watching her 
daughter and friends gath¬ 
er stones, twigs and other 
little treasures. 

Gibson said she’s been 
encouraged to see many 
women learning to sew 
when they become moth¬ 
ers. But she also believes 
her patterns and projects 
have a broader appeal, to 


anyone interested in 
sewing for children be¬ 
cause it doesn’t take much 
fabric and doesn’t involve 
the fussy fitting issues that 
make sewing adult clothes 
difficult. 

“1 think the big surprise 
for me was that it wasn’t 
such a small audience,” 
she said. 

While children likely 
would find some of the toy 
projects more appealing, 
the classic clothing and ac¬ 
cessory designs lend them¬ 
selves to experimenting 
with a variety of fabrics. 
The bucket hat, for exam¬ 
ple, can be customized by 
using a patterned fabric 
featuring a particular 
child’s interests. 

And a child who might 
otherwise balk at wearing 


a hat might embrace one 
that he or she had a hand 
in. 

As with many of the 
book’s projects, Gibson de¬ 
signed the hat with her 
daughter in mind. But it 
works just as well for boys. 

The hat is reversible, so 
you can choose two 
favourite fabrics, or you 
could put a pocket on the 
outside. 

It is rated “two scissors” 
because it requires sewing 
curved seams and top- 
stitching, but no one step 
is complicated. 

“It’s small enough that 
you can make a bunch,” 
Gibson said.

“The term CCD (colony col¬ 
lapse disorder) was first 
coined in the later part of 
2006 when there was a 
huge rise in the number of 
honey bees that began dis¬ 
appearing from their hives 
in North America and Eu¬ 
rope,” says photographer 
Geoff Fitzgerald. 

“The main reason is still 
unknown; however there 
are many proposed causes 
like malnutrition, 

pathogens, mites, fungus 
and pesticides. Many scien¬ 
tists believe this phenome¬ 
non is caused by a 
combination of these fac¬ 
tors; it is still hard to say.” 


Living in downtown 
Toronto, Fitzgerald never 
thought beekeeping in the 
city was possible. That was 
until he heard about the 
hives on the roof of the 
Fairmont Royal York Hotel. 

Fitzgerald is chronicling 
the efforts of the Royal 
York, along with those by 
the Canadian Opera Com¬ 
pany at the Four Seasons 
Centre for the Performing 
Arts and University of 
Toronto campuses. 

Fitzgerald hopes to ex¬ 
pand the series to include 
Fairmont hotels in Vancou¬ 
ver, Quebec and Calgaiy. 

He also wants to photo¬ 


graph hives at Vancouver’s 
city hall and the conven¬ 
tion centre. 

“1 wanted to shoot these 
photographs as environ¬ 
mental portraits, not just 
close-ups of bees but to real¬ 
ly show the urban environ¬ 
ment, rooftop location and 
its surroundings. 

1 wanted the viewer to 
see the (person) behind the 
mask, to see how proud 
and passionate they are of 
their busy, hard working 
girls.”

A study presented in San 
Antonio, Texas, has shown 
that the people at work 
who make things miserable 
for everyone else, are actu¬ 
ally the highest earners. 

The study, called Do Nice 
Guys — and Gals —^Really 
Finish Last?, by Dr. Beth Liv¬ 
ingston, Timothy A. Judge 
of the University of Notre 
Dame and Charlice Hurst of 
the University of Western 
Ontario, looks into “agree¬ 
ableness” and its effect on 
income. 


The researchers ana¬ 
lyzed information from 
three different studies that 
surveyed 10,000 workers 
over about 20 years. They 
found that men who meas¬ 
ured “less agreeable” 
earned more — 18 per cent 
more — than their nice guy 
counterparts. That's about 
$9,972 more a year for be¬ 
ing a jerk. 

“Nice guys do not neces¬ 
sarily finish last, but they 
do finish a distant second in 
terms of earnings,” the 


study says. 

Ladies, it goes for you, 
too. Less agreeable women 
earn about five per cent 
more than those of us who 
abide by common niceties. 

So why doesn't the old 
adage “do to others as you 
would have them do to 
you” pay off? According to 
the study, 

“people who are low in 
agreeableness may be per¬ 
ceived as more competent 
by virtue of their lack of

Lincicome, who earned 
$331,492, said she kept her¬ 
self calm by singing coun- 
tiy songs to herself as she 
paired the final six holes to 
stay ahead of Lewis and 
hold off Wie, the winner 
last year in Winnipeg. Wie 
sank long putts at the 15th 
and 17th to make it close 
with an even-par 72. 

Lewis had put up the low 
score of the day — a 67 on a 
day in which only 16 of 78 
were under par — more 
than an hour earlier. 

“I was very patient, 
singing a lot of songs, veiy 
chatty,” said Lincicome, 
who said singing to herself 
is part of her sports psy¬ 
chology program to stay fo¬ 
cused.
